Colon, Nov. IG.—The overdue Ger- 


man steamer Scotia arrived from the 
coast flying the Colombian flag. Her 
agents signaled the Scotia to come 
alongside her wharf, but she is now 
anchored a mile and a half from the 
harbor. Cutters from the 
United 


States auxiliary cruiser pixie are ply- 
ing to and from the Scotia, which has 
no communication with the shore. 
There is great excitement, as it is 
eaid that General Reyes and his staff 
are aboard the vessel. The United 
States converted cruiser Mayflower 
left her anchorage and steamed to 
mteet the Scotia. The moment the 
ficotia anchored twenty marines from, 
the Dixie were landed here. 


Panama. Nov. 1C.—While there is 


no doubt but that Colombia is threat- 
ening and promising to send troops to 
the isthmus and to take other aggres- 
sive steps against the new republic, 
there is no fear expressed here of the 
talked-of invasion. 


The full realization by the Colom- 


bian government of the impossibility 
•f sending troops to the isthmus 
would not necessarily drier ir from 
taking these steps, which, as-- already 
stated, are Intended inertly to satisfy 
the people. Well informed ueople on 
the isthmus believe that ti* Colom- 
bian government i* going ihioujih all 
these forms of organizing expeditions 
not merely for the foregoing reasons, j 
but owing to the necessity of fore- | 
stalling or of weakening the threat- 
ened revolutionary outbreak in Bo- 
gota.

few days ago. Mr. Morrow continues 
to say: 
Tho nomination will he made 


by acclamation. Every delegate will 
vote for Roosevelt. No other man on 
the face of the earth will be thought 
of by tho Republicans at that time. 


The nomination having been made 


unanimously, Senato.r 
Hanna 
will 


leave the -Republican national 
com- 


mittee. He will not be Mr. Roose- 
velt's campaign manager. Two great 
battles—one in 1896 and the other in 
1900—have drawn upon his strength 
and have put his life in jeopardy. 
He will fight no more, except in the 
ranks. In his sixty-seventh year and
